W ith some 22 million commercial 


fryers produced in the state last 
year, 
Missouri 
became 
No. 
11 


among the states as a producer of 
commercial broilers. This is eight 
to ten times greater production 
than five to six years earlier, re­ 
ports Jo e Cupp, assistant county 
agent. 
National production was a little 
shy of 800 million in 1951. This 
compares to slightly less than 300 
million annually in 1946 and 1947. 
Missouri is a relative newcomer 
in the commercial broiler business. 
During the late thirties, the aver­ 
ages annual production was less 
than 1.5 million birds. Average an­ 
nual production for 1940-44 was 
about 2 4 million, and it was 4.9 
million per year on an average for 
1945-49 Number produced in 1950 
was 14.3 million. 
W h ile the growth of the industry 
in the state has been very rapid, 
and the total number produced in 
1951 looks quite sizable, M issouri’s 
production per capita was only 
about 
1 1 * 2 pounds on a dressed 
weight basis. Last year was the 
first time, however, that the pro­ 
duction per capita in Missouri ex­ 
ceeded 
the national average — 
which was some 11 pounds (dress­ 
ed weight) per capita. 
The efficiency with which we 
convert feed into food and make 
use ol labor are factors contribut­ 
ing to the growth of the industry.

Many of the roots on 
corn of this size will be 12 or more 
inches long. Some of them will be 
growing out toward the center of 
the row at varying depths. That is 
why it is so important to use wide 
sweeps on the cultivator while 
plowing your corn, and to plow 
only deep enough to destroy all 
weeds and grasses. The use of 
wide sweeps will necessitate set­ 
ting themfurther apart. This, in 
turn will mean less corn roots de­ 
stroyed while cultivating. 
Because the plant will do a bet­ 
ter job of feeding itself if all the 
roots are left unbroken, every New 
Madrid County farmer should re­ 
member these important rules of 
cultivating the corn crop shallow 
and keeping the sweeps as far from 
the plant as possible. This method

Missouri is a relative newcomer 
in the commercial broiler business. 
I During the late thirties, the aver- 
l ages annual production was less 
than 1.5 million birds. Average an- 
, nual production for 1940-44 was 
about 2.4 million, and it was 4.9 
million per year on an average for 
, 1945-49. Number produced in 1950 
! was 14.3 million. 
While the growth of the industry 


i in the state has been very rapid, 
and the total number produced in 
1951 looks quite sizable, Missouri’s
